CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)— One of the three 
Apollo astronauts cried, “Fire in the spacecraft!” a 
split second before all three were to die in their moon­ 
ship, the head of an investigating team said today. 
Maj. Gen. Samuel Phillips, Apollo program direc­ 
tor, said it was not known whose voice crackled over 
the radio monitoring system as a searing flash fire 
snuffed out the lives of astronauts Virgil I. Grissom, 
Edward II. White II and Roger B. Chaffee. 
It was the first time in the U.S. space program 
that the chilling cry had been heard, for it was the 
first blaze ever to erupt inside a capsule. 
“A flash fire originated inside| — —

the capsule and surrounded it 
for a matter of split seconds,” 
said Phillips. 


SIMULATED FLIGHT 


The tragedy struck as the 
countdown on a simulated flight 
was being held at T-minus 10 
minutes because of difficulty in 
the quality of communications 
between the spacecraft and the 
checkout building, Phillips said. 


Phillips, head of a prelimi­ 
nary investigating team which 
began seeking the cause of the 
blaze that turned the space ship 
into a death trap, said the data 
would be turned over to a for­ 
mal board of inquiry. 
Until that board has made its 
findings, he said, he could not 
speculate on plans for future 
Apollo flights. 
The pad crew rushed immedi­ 
ately to the spacecraft, Phillips 
said, extinguished several fires 
burning in the area, and got the 
spacecraft hatch open in five 
minutes.

Looters Hit 


Snow-Plagued 


Chicago Area

Looters roamed Chicago’s 
streets today and all police 
leaves were canceled as Illinois, 
Indiana and Michigan struggled 
free of a suffocating blanket of 
snow. 
The record storm left at least 
37 dead in Illinois — 28 in Chica­ 
go — as well as 10 in Michigan. 
5 in Wisconsin and 3 in Indiana. 
The storm slipped across the 
border into Canada, spraying 
rain and snow on Toronto and 
pelting the Laurentians of Que­ 
bec with what was expected to 
be a foot of snow. But Its main 
force had been spent. 
The Weather Bureau reck­ 
oned the blizzard “one of the 
biggest snowstorms of the cen­ 
tury.” The 23 inches dumped on 
Chicago in 29 hours and 8 min­ 
utes surpassed the 19.2-inch rec­ 
ord for a single storm set 
March 25-26, 1930. 
Chicago was hardest hit. Civic 
leaders estimated the storm 
would cost the city $35 million in 
lost business. 
Temperatures tumbled to­ 
ward zero in Chicago as police 
chased looters from the streets. 
The bone-numbing cold made it 
harder to get the snow off the 
streets so residents could get 
back to their cars, their jobs, 
their schools and their families. 
A 10-year-old girl was shot to 
death in a West Side store dur­ 
ing an exchange of gunfire be­ 
tween police and about 50 loot­ 
ers. A security guard was shot 
in the wrist and wounded during 
another looting episode in the 
same neighborhood, an area of 
West Roosevelt Road plagued 
last summer by three nights of 
Negro rioting and looting finally 
quelled by National Guardsmen. 
Trains ran as much as 16 
hours behind schedule. 
Thousands of persons were 
stranded — in their cars, in 
service stations and in schools. 
Stores, short of supplies, ra­ 
tioned milk and bread. 
More than 5,000 workers were 
snowed in at two steel mills in 
Gary and Burns Harbor. Ind 
The New York Central Railroad 
dispatched an emergency train 
to plow its way from Cleveland 
into Indiana, bearing food and 
snow removal equipment for the 
stranded workers. 


Angler Powell Vows 


He'll Pay Off Fine 


BIMINI, The Bahamas (UPI) 
—Adam Clayton Powell said 
today he expects to be able soon 
to start paying off a New York 
court judgment that helped lead 
to his ousting from Congress. 
At a well-attended news 
conference on this resort island, 
the free-wheeling Harlem Dem­ 
ocrat d i s c u s s e d his new 
record album, introduced his 
attorneys and managers and 
talked about his court troubles. 
PAYOFF PLEDGE 
He said he expected to be 
able by Tuesday to pay $33,000 
to Mrs. Esther James, a 
Harlem widow he was convicted 
of slandering by calling her a 
“bag woman” for New York 
police. 
That is the amount of the 
original judgment, according to 
Powell. The rest of the $164,000, 
in accumulated interest, and 
other charges still held against 
him remain in litigation, he 
said. 
Powell, who showed up for 
the much ballyhooed press 
conference in blue shorts and 
jacket, high blue socks and 
tennis shoes, also disclosed he 
was getting out another record 
and two books. 
When Powell announced the 
news conference, he promised 
“fantastic” information. 
ANGLER’S HAUL 
The media took the bait like 
the 1,306 pounds of wahoo. king, 
mackerel and barracuda Powell 
boated on his twin-engined 31- 
foot Adam’s Fancy cruiser in 
the five days ending at 5 p.m. 
yesterday. It won him the local 
“World’s Championship Fishing 
Rodeo” for the second time in 
two years. 
They kept Chalks Flying Boat 
Service working overtime mak­ 
ing it across the Gulf Stream 
from Miami, en route from New 
York, Washington and way 
po i nt s . They p a c k e d the 
Brown’s Hotel and the Bimini 
Big Game Fishing Lodge. 
There was a lot of happy talk 
about how many hundreds of 
thousands of pressings had 
already been ordered of the 
long - playing 
platter 
which 
Powell is counting on to bail 
him out of a $164.000 libel 
judgment that is the heart of 
his trouble. 
“Keep the Faith, Baby,” is 
the inevitable title, and Powell 


has assigned the 22 cents per 
copy royalty due him, as the 
chief performer, to a fund to 
pay off Mrs. Esther James. She 
is the Harlem widow he libeled, 
according to jury and inumera- 
ble judges, when in 1960 he 
called her a “bag woman” or 
graft collector for New York 
police. 
SHE’LL RECORD, TOO 
Mrs. James borrowed a page 
from Powell’s book yesterday 
and announced she was coming 
out with her own album, point­ 
edly entitled; “No Man Is 
Above the Lawd.” Her lawyer 
predicted it would outsell Pow­ 
ell’s disc. 
Powell, Harlem pastor and 22- 
year House veteran known as a 
swinger at home and abroad, 
has put in most of his time 
since Jan. 10 at his island 
hideout here. That was the day 
the House denied him his seat 
pending an inquiry. 
When Adam's Fancy pulled 
into dock yesterday, there was 
no doubt how Powell had been 
spending the time. 
When the weightmaster fin­ 
ished his work the bronzed 
and sports-shirted Powell was 
proclaimed King of the Rodeo 
and winner of the silver cup 
that promptly was filled with 
Veuve Cliquot Champagne, 1959, 
and passed from lip to lip as 
the assemblage of Powell's 
friends cheered.

Powell invited his 
buddies to the faded yellow 
frame hut from which the sign, 
“The End of The World Bar,” 
had long since been taken by 
the wind. 
He bought Cutty Sark for the 
house and mixed his with milk.

Space Treaty 


Hailed As Cold 


War Hope 
WASHINGTON (UPI)-Major 
compromises reached by the 
United States and Russia in the 
new space treaty hold out hope 
that the two world powers may 
be nearer to resolving their 
differences on earth. 
The treaty, banning nuclear 
weapons in space and reserving 
the moon and other celestial 
bodies for peaceful purposes, 
was signed by 60 nations Friday 
at the White House and in 
Moscow and London. 
It was the first major East- 
West agreement since the 
escalation of the Vietnam war. 
The last was the Nuclear Test 
Ban Treaty of 1963. Space 
treaty negotiations, which broke 
down last summer in Geneva, 
were later resumed in New 
York and a series of compro- 
hises led to the agreement. 
THANT PLEASED 
U.N. Secretary General Thant 
hailed 
the treaty as 
an 
important landmark in “man’s 
march toward 
international 
peace and security.” 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly F. 
Dobrynin, who signed the treaty 
at the White House, expressed 
the hope “We shall not wait 
long for the solution of similar 
important earthly problems.” 
U.N. Ambassador Arthur J. 
Goldberg, a U.S. signer, said he 
hoped the agreement could be 
followed by a nuclear nonpro­ 
liferation treaty and by steps 
toward disarmament.

These are the days when a 
high school student can see his 
handwriting on the wall and 
learn composition in the process. 
The aim is “clarity of com­ 
munication,” explained H. Rus­ 
sell Hill of Fairfax, an English 
teacher at San Rafael High 
School, who has prepared a 
series of visual aids for teach­ 
ing composition. 
By this method, a student’s 
composition is shown via a pro­ 
jector on a screen or wall for 
the class to view and com­ 
ment upon. 
“This makes the student writ­ 
er involve himself with his audi­ 
ence rather than just answer a 
red pencil,” said Hill. “Student 
audiences are tougher.” 
When a student writes his 
composition he has to decide 
what he wants to say, and when 
it is shown he finds out “ if it 
says what it is supposed to say.” 
A visual presentation is more 
dramatic and has an advantage 
over reading a composition, Hill 
said. 
This approach is not based on 
grammar, he noted. “You don’t 
have to be an expert in gram­ 
mar to write well.” Under the 
old system, they take sentences 
apart to find out what the parts 
are, “but that isn’t really con­ 
nected with the business of writ­ 
ing.” 
The search now Is to find 
“ how you put it together,” he 
said.

Magnavox 
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Span Director, Lawmaker 
Meeting Has Possibilities 


SENATOR J A C K MCCARTHY'S 
proposal for a conference meeting of 
all Golden Gate Bridge directors with 
all state legislators from Bridge Dis­ 
trict counties has great possibilities. 
McCarthy has perceived the essen­ 
tial truth that bridge directors and leg­ 
islators “should start pulling together 
instead of in different directions.” 


FOR SOME YEARS the bridge board 
has seen fit to employ a legislative ad­ 
vocate for $10,000 to $16.000 per year 
to defend the bridge district against 
adverse legislation. 
At the same time, the six bridge dis­ 
trict counties are represented in the 
legislature by a total of four senators 
and eight assemblymen. Individually, a 
high proportion of these lawmakers 
are, like Senator McCarthy and As­ 
semblyman Bill Bagley of Marin, quite 
influential. 
This year, the proceeds of the sale 
of nearly 2500 commute books ( at 
$6.50 each) will be required to meet 
the cost of hiring the bridge lobbyist 
at the capitol. This means that com­ 
muters will have to turn in their tick­ 
ets for more than 100.000 crossing, 
just to pay for lobbying. 
This just doesn't make sense at all. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY OF both 
legislators and bridge directors to the 
public is clear. They must get togeth­ 
er, as Senator McCarthy has said, “to 
exchange ideas and resolve differ­ 
ences” and thereafter “pull together 
instead of in different directions.” 


One thing that all the legislators 
should comprehend at the outset is 
that the best interests of Marin and 
San Francisco and all the counties 
of the bridge district demand that 
the district be continued in exist­ 
ence beyond the retirement of the 
present outstanding debt in 1972. 


IT HAS BEEN A DREAM of mo r e 
than three decades that when the last 
of the construction bonds are paid off 
in 1972, the bridge could become both 
debt free and toll free, with the State 
Department of Public Works taking 
over its administration and mainte­ 
nance. using gasoline tax funds to pay 
future costs. 
This makes sense. All bridge users 
are heavy gas tax payers. The bridge 
is on a state highway route. The state 
should maintain the bridge with gas 
tax funds. 
But a new element has made itself 
evident in recent times. 
Long before 1972, the Golden Gate 


Bridge will be inadequate to handle 
the mushrooming volume of traffic be­ 
tween San Francisco and Marin (and 
the bridge district counties to the 
north). 
It is easy enough to say, “Let the 
state solve that problem.” 
Remember, however, the s t a t e 
would not and apparently could not 
solve the original problem; the district 
had to be formed to build the Golden 
Gate Bridge in the first place. 
Look at the San Francisco-Oakland 
Bay Bridge. For more than two dec­ 
ades both San Francisco and the East 
Bay have felt the need for another 
crossing. The state has not yet c o m e 
close to starting construction of a sec­ 
ond crossing there. 
One has finally been commenced, 
not by the state, but by the R a p i d 
Transit District. 
The toll revenues being piled up on 
the Bay Bridge are NOT available to 
help finance the Rapid Transit cross­ 
ing. This is another thing that doesn’t 
make sense. 
If we allow the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highway District to be liquidated, 
we can iind ourselves in the same posi­ 
tion. 


If we retain the Golden Gate 
Bridge and Highway District, we will 
be keeping “the goose that lays the 
golden eggs.” 


The way is then open to use Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge “profits” to help 
build a second crossing, presumably 
an under-the-bay rapid transit tube. 


THERE IS INDICATION that San 
Francisco Senator McAteer’s threats 
to seek dissolution of the Bridge Dis­ 
trict are in some way connected with 
his political ambitions in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
On the one hand he threatens the 
bridge district's very existence; and 
on the other hand Senator McAteer 
criticizes the bridge district's hiring a 
lobbyist to defend its very existence. 
His posture in this regard doesn't 
make sense, either. 
To repeat. Senator McCarthy's pro­ 
posal for a meeting of bridge directors 
with all the dozen legislators of the six 
bridge district counties makes good 
sense. 
As he says, they should all be pull­ 
ing together “for the public good” in­ 
stead of pulling in other directions for 
other reasons.

farmers not speculators. We 
cannot use the Williamson Act

legislation), 
which becomes a cloud on our 
title, nor AB-80 which is to 
make assessors smell like a 
rose and we cannot afford this 
bill. It will add $200 more in 
1968 to this assessed valuation. 
What Sonoma County will do 
to the balance of my ranch I 
am 
fearful 
of, 
when 
the 
assessor will not reveal the 
percentage of market value 
now used. The State Board of 
Equalization says he is below 
20 per cent of market value. 
AB-80 says he must use 25 per 
cent of market value in 1968. 
So at the very least will be 
over a 5 per cent increase. 
You 
food consumers and 
picketers should take note.

oncerning the “Growing 
Trend Toward Hiring the Han­ 
dicapped” , and congratulate 
you for your stand. 
For six years our agency has 
operated a two fold program 
for the mentally retarded han­ 
dicapped in Marin County: a 
sheltered 
workshop for the 
severely disabled who are un­ 
able to work in competitive in­ 
dustry, and a limited program 
of work placement in industry 
for those more capable. 
This year, with the advent 
of acceptance of other handi­ 
caps in our training and eval­ 
uation program, it will increas­ 
ingly necessitate finding jobs 
for our trainees. We, too, “laud 
the 
enlightened 
attitude 
of 
business firms for taking the 
lead in widening the horizons 
of employment for the handi­ 
capped.” We hope other busi­ 
nessmen will follow this lead, 
but there is an additional need. 
For those disabled who are 
unable to compete in commu­ 
nity employment, but are able 
to work in a sheltered environ­ 
ment, there is a need for local 
industry to provide sub-con­ 
tract work to be done in the 
sheltered workshop. This is in 
essence “hiring the handicap­ 
ped”, and some Marin County 
industries 
have 
contributed 
work, notably; Handcraft from 
Europe-Importers, E. D. Bul­ 
lard and Company, Trade Fair 
and Modem Community Work­ 
shop for the Handicapped, in 
this fashion.

The Country Parson 


WASHINGTON <AP) - In 
the field of spying, J. Edgar 
H o o v e r is the American 
version of the Delphic Oracle. 
Politicians make a pilgrimage 
to the 73-year-old director of 
the FBI, seeking his words by 
phone or mail. 
Hoover sticks in the public 
mind 
while 
staying 
pretty 
much out of the public picture 
except for an occasional state­ 
ment on crime or communism 
or, more rarely, an argument. 


NO ONE KNOWS better than 
Hoover he would not have been 
boss of the FBI 42 years if he 
had played politics. But this 
doesn't discourage politicians, 
or others, from sometimes in­ 
terpreting what he says to suit 
their own purposes. 
There's a recent example of 
it. 
Almost three years ago the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union agreed on a treaty let­ 
ting them open consulates in 
each other's country instead of 
being limited to an embassy, 
as they are now. 
Because the treaty couldn't 
go into effect until the Senate 
approved, in 1965 Hoover was 
called before Congress to say 
what he thought of it. 
He said Soviet consulates in 
the United States, staffed by 
Russians, 
would 
mean just 
that much more opportunity 
for Soviet spying and more 
work for the FBI. 


THIS WAS interpreted by 
senators who opposed the trea­ 
ty as meaning Hoover was 
against it, too. Right-wing out­ 
fits, 
seizing 
upon 
Hoover's 
words, 
rained 
letters 
o n 
senators, protesting the treaty. 
That same year the Senate's 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
after considering the whole 
problem, put its blessing on 
the treaty. But it still needed 
approval by the full Senate 
and it never got there. 
The Democratic leadership 
held the treaty back, believing 
the opposition was too strong. 
Now once again the committee 
is holding hearings and this 
year the full Senate is ex­ 


pected to act, one way or the 
other. 
But Hoover had never said 
he was against the treaty. He 
never 
said 
he 
favored 
it, 
either. What he did say was 
that once the Soviets opened 
consulates in this country lite 
would be tougher for the FBI. 
This week Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, speaking for the 
Johnson 
administration 
o n 
behalf of the treaty, wrent 
before 
the 
committee 
and 
made this main point: 
Having American consulates 
in the Soviet Union would bet­ 
ter protect American tourists 
there while the treaty itself 
would remove some of the dif­ 
ficulties 
in 
American-Soviet 
relations. 
He 
acknowledged 
t h a t 
permitting Soviet consulates in 
this country would increase 
the chances for Soviet spying. 
But he insisted the risks were 
small and could be handled by 
the FBI. 
Rusk 
had 
a 
letter 
from 
Hoover explaining that his 1965 
testimony about the increased 
danger of Soviet spying if con­ 
sulates were opened did not 
mean he was opposing the 
treaty. 
Then Sen. J. W. Fulbright, 
committee 
chairman, 
p r o ­ 
duced his own letter from 
Hoover, 
saying 
about 
the 
same thing. Fulfiright favors 
the treaty. But another com­ 
mittee member, Sen. Karl E. 
Mundt, 
South 
D a k o t a , 
Republican, is against it. 
Mundt had a third letter 
from the FBI boss in which 
Hoover spoke of extra work 
the consulates would mean for 
the FBI. But this time the 
Democratic leadership seems 
to think the full Senate will ap­ 
prove. 
The irony in all this is that, 
while 
Hoover 
was 
talking 
about the increased danger of 
Soviet spying in this country if 
Soviet consulates were opened, 
little was said about American 
spying in the Soviet Union if 
American consulates 
w e r e 
opened there.

Vital To Minorities

That store on the corner may 
not seem like much, but it 
represents a livelihood to the 
folks who own it and provides 
service and convenience to the 
people in the neighborhood. 
Small business ownership is 
the fulfillment of the Ameri­ 
can dream of “being one's own 
boss” and it provides jobs for 
about 30 million people. 
The economic health of a 
neighborhood is measured by 
the success of its small busi­ 
nessmen. They give a commu­ 
nity a firm financial base. 
That is why it is such cause 
for concern that so few Ne­ 
groes own their own busi­ 
nesses; about 1 per cent of 
Negro workers are self-em­ 
ployed, compared to 4 per cent 
of white workers. 


THE ECONOMIC GAP which 
separates Negro citizens from 
the white majority won’t be 
closed until Negroes play a 
greater role in business. This 
is something which should be 
encouraged by all levels of 
government as well as by in­ 
dustry. 
The federal government had 
a program which was designed 
to help poor persons open their 
own businesses. Two years ago 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity set up Small Business 
Development Centers around 
the country to make low-cost 
loans to such persons and to 
give them the training and 
counseling they needed. Peo­ 
ple went off relief roles and 
unemployment lines to open 
hundreds of small stores in 
ghetto areas. 
No bank would have taken 
a chance on them, but the 
SBDC did, as a result, they be­ 
came taxpayers instead of tax- 
takers. Although they were 
high credit risks, their defaults 
on loans were a mere 1 per 
cent. 


LAST YEAR however, the 
centers were transferred out 
of OEO and into the Small 
Business Administration. New 
loan restrictions went into ef­ 
fect and the new rules with 
their tighter restrictions on 
applicants and types of busi­ 
ness to be helped, have slowed 
the program. The majority of 
loans made in the past could 
not be made today. 
Tliis policy is short-sighted 
at best, and is a severe blow 
to thousands of persons who 
could have regained their eco- 


. YOUNG JR. 
nomic d e p e n d e n c e and 
strengthened the economy of 
ghetto areas. Instead of cut­ 
ting back this help, efforts to 
encourage small business own­ 
ership should be expanded. 


AN E X A M P L E of what 
might be done is a recently 
announced policy in New York 
City. The city’s finance admin­ 
istrator said that city funds, 
which on any given day run 
from $20-$100 million, will be 
placed in banks which have 
branches in the ghetto and 
which agree to make loans 
to ghetto businessmen. 
In order to get the city's 
deposits, they will have to ex­ 
pand job opportunities for peo­ 
ple in poor neighborhoods, and 
also provide loan and manage­ 
ment advice, teaching mer­ 
chants in depressed areas the 
latest techniques in marketing, 
sales and credit. 
Loans for such businessmen 
have been hard to get, and 
such a program can help sta­ 
bilize the commercial life of 
the ghetto and expand job op­ 
portunities there. This is of 
course, no substitute for the 
SBDC programs which were 
aimed at the poor and those 
who couldn’t ordinarily qualify 
for bank loans, but it is a pro­ 
gram which could have far- 
reaching effects and should be 
emulated by other government­ 
al bodies as well as private 
corporations. 


CORPORATIONS and suc­ 
cessful businessmen can help 
too. They can share their 
knowledge and experience with 
struggling 
storekeepers 
and 
small businessmen in the ghet­ 
to. 
Such a program has been in 
operation through the Inter­ 
racial Council for Business Op­ 
portunity, an organization of 
volunteer business executives 
and technicians who provide 
advice and counsel to less ex­ 
perienced small businessmen. 
The results of their efforts can 
be seen in many prospering 
enterprises. 
There are thousands of peo­ 
ple who, with a small assist 
in the form of loans and coun­ 
seling. can set up small busi­ 
nesses which provide jobs and 
services to the community, and 
attain economic independence 
themselves. 


IT IS HIGH TIME that gov­ 
ernment and industry gave 
priority to helping them. 


Red Hot Spots Along The World s Longest Border 


THE NERVOUS BORDER 
China-Russia Disputes 
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By HENRY S. BRADSHER 
MOSCOW (AP) - While the 
mese are temporarily absorb- 
d in internal conflict, the 
Russians are p a y i n g ap­ 
prehensive attention to their 
.ong border with China. 
There is a growing recogni­ 
tion in the Soviety Union that 
it has become a hostile 
border. The Soviet Communist 
party and government are 
trying to make sure the people 
understand this. 
The 4,150-mile border, the 
world's longest between two na- 
lions. is a disputed one. 
China has vague claims to 


Soviet territory as vast as all of 
Britain. France, West Germany, 
Italy, the Low c o u n t r i e s , 
Switzerland and Denmark com­ 
ía ned. More specific border 
treaty problems involve almost j 
as much land as Belgium and; 
the Netheralnds. 
The border dispute is not 
itself the reason for today’s bit­ 
ter antagonism between Moscow 
and Peking. But that an­ 
tagonism, arising out of reaction 
to the artifical sense of Com­ 
munist brotherhood, has given 
new importance to the border 
dispute. 
The Soviet Communist party 
is holding meetings throughout 


the country to tell the people 
that Chinese policy is anti- 
Soviet. The Defense Ministry 
newspaper says C h i n e s e 
soldiers are being taught that 
the Soviet Union is their 
enemy — which means Soviet 
soldiers should realize that 
China is their enemy. 
The Chinese Foreign Minister. 
Marshal Chen Yi, was recently 
quoted as saying the Soviet 
Union is cooperating with the 
United States and other coun­ 
tries to surround China. He ac­ 
cused Moscow of planning an in­ 
vasion of China. 
Chen Yi said the Soviet Union 
had moved 13 divisions — about 


150.000 soldiers — from East 
Europe to the Chinese border. 
Western publications had said 
earlier the Russians had 12 
divisions close to the Far 
Eastern part of the border. 
Estimates of the number of 
divisions along the Central 
Asian part are unavailable. 
Whether the 12 and the 13 add 
together to mean 300.000 Soviet 
soldiers facnig China is unclear. 
Moscow rumors of Soviet 
troop buildups on the Chinese 
border are impossible to con­ 
firm, but 300,000 might be too 
low a figure for Soviet soldiers 
within effective distance of 
the border. Reports from 


Taipei say Communist China i 
has 17 border divisions facing i 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
T he 
Russians do not comment on 
such reports. 
It is hard to be sure just what 
the territorial dispute currently 
involves, the big. vague Chinese 
claims or the smaller specific 
border problems. The Russians 
are obviously determined to 
hold everything they now ad­ 
minister and show on their 
maps — which are generally 
followed by international aps. 
Mao Tse-tung wrote in the 
1930s and has repeated in recent 
years that Tsarist Russia il­ 
legally seized Chinese territory. 
“We have not yet presented our 
account,” Mao said in 1964. 
Tsarist Russia, expanding 
during the 19th Century, an­ 
nexed 594,500 square miles 
that were at the time outside 
effective Chinese control. The 
territory was annexed by im­ 
posing unequal treaties on 


Peking the Chinese say. 
This territory is in three sec­ 
tions. The largest, perhaps most j 
important to the Soviet Union, is 
the Far Eastern region north 
and east of Manchuria. It con- 
' tains the big military base a t( 
Vladivostok, industrial centers; 
at Khabarovsk and Komsomol- 
on-Amur. and the Pacific end of 
i trans-Siberian communications 
¡ Sakhalin Island is also involved 
I in this area. 
Another part lying west of 
China's Sinking Province in-1 
eludes some of the Soviet j 
j Kazakh and Kirgiz regions 
Alma Ata, an industrial city, is 
there but the area is of little 
economic consequence. 
The third part is the wild 
and unimportant A 1 i c h u r 
Pamir Mountains of Soviet 
Tadzhikistan, touching China 
and Afghanistan. In 1920 the 
new Bolshevik government 
declared that it “renounces all 
the annexations of Chinese 


territory . . . and returns to 
China . . . all that was 
ravenously taken from her by 
the Tsar’s government. . . 
But the territory was not 
returned and some Chinese of-, 
ficials do not seem to expect 
ever to get it back. Chen Yi said 
last May that China is willing to1 
take the unequal treaties “as 
the basis for settling the Sino- 
Soviet boundary questions and 
does not demand the recovery of 
the Chinese territory annexed 
by Tsarist Russia." 
But. Chen Yi said, the 
Russians not only want to hold 
onto all the treaty territory but 
take more. Therein lies the 
smaller-scale dispute o v e r 
specific boundaries, involving 
perhaps 23,000 square miles. 
The Alichur Pamir Mountains 
area was never covered by a 
Russian-Chinese treaty. T he 
I Russians simply agreed with 
British India on borders in that 
remote area where India mow 
Kashmir, involving both India 


an d Pakistan», Afghanistan, 
China adn Russia meet 
This situation leaves a point of 
contention for an apparently 
worthless region. 
Other disputed points are 
along C h i n a ’ s Manchurian 
border. At Manchouli on the 
western end is a small area 
where, the Chinese say, the 
Russians have encroached 
beyond the treaty line. The 
border is mostly formed by 
rivers and is u n c l e a r , 
especially where many chan­ 
nels of the Amur and Ussuri 
Rivers meet near Khabarovsk. 
Soviet and Chinese delegations 
began talks on these specific 
disputes in 1963 They broke

Now relations have become so

The question today is will 
there be more quakes and if 
so what will be the chances of 
the homes and skyscrapers 
now in San Francisco and its 
environs? 
To study and keep track of 
the area’s earthquake potential 
the U.S, Coast and Geodetic' 
Survey recently opened its 
National Center for Earthquake 
Research at Menlo Park on the 
San Francisco peninsula and 
just a few miles from the San 
Andreas. 
The survey has “listening 
posts” along portions of the San 
Andreas and Hayward faults. 
The latter runs through the east 
bay area and combines with the 
San Andreas which runs to 
southern California. 
. Louis C. Pakiser., acting chief 
at the center, and his staff of 
more than 50 scientists hope 
they will eventually be able to 
predict earthquakes. Meantime 
there is little doubt among the 
scientists that California will 
have otner earthquakes, but few 
are willing to estimate where, 
when, or how big. 
What would happen if they 
could predict the exact time 
and location of a temblor? 
Would people start leaving 
San 
Francisco 
or 
L os 
Angeles? Presumably t hi s 
would 
depend 
on 
th e 
circumstances, but scientists 
at a panel session of the Com­ 
merce Department’s Environ- 
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There is an alternative to 
evacuation—buildings and in­ 
stallations built to roll with the 
punch. This is the job of the 
structural and foundation en­ 
gineers. 
Henry J. Degenkolb, 53. a 
former president of the Califor­ 
nia Assn. of Structural Engi­ 
neers, isn’t sure things are 
entirely as they should be in the 
latter regard. He says that in 
the event of a major earthquake 
in the area not all present 
construction would be up to it 
and there “would be failures 
10-story. 20-story or higher 
buildings of very recent vintage 
and supposedly designed to 
meet our earthquake code 
provisions.” 
(San Francisco’s skyline in 
recent years has been changed 
by construction of high-rise 
apartment buildings and gleam­ 
ing office structures, with some 
new buildings ranging from 35 
to more than 50 stories high.» 
“I'm not going to say which 
buildings,” 
Degenkolb 
said. 
“You can say that I think there 
are several buildings in the Bay 
Area that have a great proba­ 
bility of coming down.” 
“After seeing Anchorage, I 
know we’re going to have 
some major f a i l u r e s , ’ ’ 
Degenkolb said, referring to 
the disastrous 1964 Alaskan 
quake. 
Yet these buildings have 
“supposedly been designed to 
meet our earthquake 
code 
provisions,” he added. 
“The building code becomes a 
handbook. And because it can 
be used in many respects as a 
handbook, engineers try to use 
it as a handbook on earthquake 
resistant construction.” 
T he answer, D e g e n k o l b 
thinks, 
is in “professional 
competence and education.” 
If a 10-story, steel-skeleton 
building can fail, what about the 
wood-framed homes along the 
faults'.’ 
Degenkolb took out a picture 
of a farm house, right on top 
of a fault and built before 
there was a code. The wooden 
structure had survived the 
1906 jolt, he said, explaining 
that the wood frame tends to 
give with the shake and has 
given a good account of itself.

Placed end to end, five billion single dollar bills 
would span the distance between the earth and the 
moon almost two times. 
Placed in the hands of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration for fiscal year 
1968 that much money may help land an Ameri­ 
can on the moon at least once. 
In his budget message to Congress this week 
President Johnson called for that sum to initiate an 
effective follow-up of this nation s efforts toward a 
manned lunar landing. 
“We will explore the moon,” Johnson said. 
‘‘We will learn to live in space for months at a 
time. Our astronauts will conduct scientific and 
engineering experiments in space to enhance 
man's mastery of that environment.” 
The space and technology outlay was only a i 
fraction of the money asked by the President for the 
conduct of the war in Vietnam. 
Johnson said that the expenditures necessary 
to support military operations in Southeast Asia 
will total $22.4 billion in 1968. more than one- 
third of the budget expenditures for national de­ 
fense which reached a whopping $73.1 billion. 
And even this figure was dwarfed by the record- 
breaking total cash budget for fiscal 1968 of $172.4 
billion—a far cry from the $7,776 million spent by this 
country in 1789.

Congress is in too deep to back 
out now. Having committed the 
country to spending $20 billion 
to land two men on the moon, 
the federal legislators would be 
less than popular if they prompt­ 
ly thereafter started cutting 
back the space program. 
As a result, funding for the 
National Aeronautics an d 
Space Administration, which 
in fiscal 1967 fell below $5 
billion for the first time since 
1963, has exceeded the mark 
again in the $5.05 billion fiscal 
1968 space budget Preisdent 
Johnson sent to Congress this 
week. NASA Administrator 
James Webb, using the com­ 
mitment as a lever, has a 
good chance of getting most of 
what he wants. 
If Congress buys the package, 
men in orbit around the earth 
for an entire year and on the 
moon for two weeks will be 
among the space spectaculasr to 
follow the first manned lunar 
landing in about two years. 
Both are part of a plan to get 
more use out of expensive 
Apollo hardware, a plan that is 
getting by far the biggest boost 
of any item in NASA's budget 
for fiscal 1968—a whopping 568 
per cent. 
This jump is so great, that 
even though the Gemini pro­ 
gram is over entirely and the 
Apollo moon project's funding is 
down almost $310 million. NASA 
is asking $45 million more for 
manned space activities than it 
did for the current fiscal year. 
To get an early start on the 
Apollo Applications Program 
(AAPl NASA has proposed 
that in calendar 1968 it send 
some of the AAP equipment 
aloft aboard practice Rights of 
the Saturn rockets that will 
later provide the push to the 
moon. 
Such equipment, which would 
be “stored in orbit” until it was 
needed, might include upper- 
stage 
booster 
rockets, 
o r 
adapters to convert empty fuel 
tanks into “instant space sta­ 
tions,” complete with airlocks. 
Space science, i n c l u d i n g 
physics, astronomy, unmanned 


lunar and planetary probes and» 
biosatellites, will also get a ma­ 
jor economic shot in the arm, 
NASA hopes, even t h o u g h , 
launch vehicle development is so 
far along that it can stand a $23 
million cut — more than 40 per 
cent. 
The chop also reflects NASA s 
feeling that despite considerable 
pressure for a reusable booster, 
there is not nearly enough space 
traffic to warrant such an ex­ 
pense. 
The biggest new chunk of 
space science money will go for 
a string of Mariner probes that 


will go to Venus in 1967 and 
Mars in 1969 and 1971. plus a 
Voyager spacecraft that will 
orbit Mars and land a capsule 
on the surface to look for ex­ 
traterrestrial life. 
For the Voyager program, 
which has had to content itself 
with a paltry $11 million in 
fiscal 1967. down even from the 
$17 million sum the previous 
year. NASA is requesting almost 
$72 million. 
A smaller, but equally in­ 
teresting. area of growth is 
NASA's research into aircraft 
technology. The p r o p o s e d 


budget calls for a raise from 
$35.9 million to $66.8 million, 
an indication of the value of 
NASA’s research to the avia­ 
tion industry, such as in the 
development of a supersonic 
transport. 
In addition, the space agency 
is finally get t i ng its ad­ 
ministrative kinks straightened 
out. and has reached a plateau 
of facilities c o n s t r u c t i o n . 
Construction and administration 
costs have dropped drastically, 
from 9 5 per cent of the total re­ 
quested amount to a mere 3.4 
per cent.

Pilfering Plagues Markets 


By GAY PAULEY 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Many 
hands that push supermarket 
carts 
come 
equipped 
with 
sticky fingers. 
Pilferage 
and 
rifling 
of 
packages are on the increase in 
groceries 
and 
some 
store 
managers say bluntly that 
customers are less honest today 
than in the past. 
But the housewives answer 
that probing fingers are prima­ 
rily to see that they get their 
money’s worth, as they merrily 
open egg cartons, cookie boxes, 
meats and other products. Are 
the eggs all unbroken, for 
instance? Or is the carton 
all butter or has some sly 
somebody else switched out 
some butter and replaced it 
with margarine? 
The 
supermarkets counter 
with another charge—price tag 
switching—when jar or bottle 
caps are interchangeable, or 
switching prices on meats. The 
latter seems the more serious. 


with 44 per cent of supermark­ 
et managers questioned in a 
pell reporting many shoppers 
deft at transferring price labels 
from cheaper cuts of meat to 
the higher priced ones. 
FOOD INDUSTRY sources 
estimate dollars lost annually 
either through theft or opened 
packages no longer saleable 
range from $330 million to $3 
billion. Some sources say the 
loss is about one-half of 1 per 
cent of food sales (estimated at 
almost $66 billion in 1965) and 
others peg it from 1 to 5 per 
cent. 
To find justwhat can be done 
about 
pilferage, 
Kleen - Stik 
Products of Chicago, maker of 
pressure-sensitive adhesive pa­ 
per and other materials for the 
graphic arts industry, made a 
pilot study. 
They talked with 50 supermar­ 
ket managers in neighborhoods 
serving high and low income 
groups, in both metropolitan 
and suburban areas of New 
York and Chicago. They also 


interviewed 166 consumers in 
the same areas. 
ONE QUESTION of managers- 
“ Is the breakopen on a package 
primarily pilferage or just 
curiosity to see what’s inside?” 
Sixty-six per cent said pilfer­ 
age, 46 said curiosity, (when 
percentages added up to more 
than 
100. 
there had been 
multiple answers). 
Seventy-eight per cent of the 
managers reported customers 
breaking open packages. Most 
often opened, in percentage 
order: cookies, candy, drugs, 
produce, cereals, dried fruits, 
crackers, salad d r e s s i n g s , 
chips, meats, cakes, packaged 
soups and doughnuts. 
Seventy-eight per cent report­ 
ed on shoppers doing price 
switching, 44 per cent saying 
“especially on meats.’’ Eight 
per cent said, “the situation is 
getting out of hand.”

enough heat to clearly show the 
two bonding lines through the 
tape. It's a good idea always to 
check a sample of the fabric 
with the tape bc'ore proceeding. 
DEAR EUNICE, 
I'm making a winter coat with 
a very heavy fabric. When I 
tried to finish the buttonholes on 
the wrong side, it was im­ 
possible to turn a small edge of 
the fabric in without making it 
too lumpy. How would I finish 
the back of buttonholes in these 
heavy fabrics?

DEAR MRS. F. S.: 
I have purposely checked with 
some of the very expensive 
coats made of this heavy firm 
fabric and find that many of 
them have been finished by 
simply using a blanket stitch 
very close together which will 
overcast the cut edges and pre­ 
vent raveling.

Straight Hitting From Franks 


In Pre-Season Press Meeting 


Herman Franks tagged all the 
bases and hit all the fences in his 
annual pre-season press conference 
at Candlestick Park. The manager of 
the Giants didn't once parry a query 
with “What kind of a question is 
that?” which used to be his favorite 
answer to questions he didn’t want 
to answer. 
There wasn’t one question that 
Franks evaded this time. Forthrightly 
he answered all of them, including a pointed pennant 
inquiry. “Yes,” said Franks, “if we get all the help we 
expect this year, I think we have no way to go but up.” 
Since the Giants finished No. 2 last season, that implies 
a No. 1 finish this year if help materializes. 


FRANKS READILY acknowledged he was “look­ 
ing for a good year from Ray Sadecki” who wasn't 
much help last year; better production in the pinch- 
hitting department “where we improved ourselves by 
acquiring Norm Siebern” and better production in the 
double play department to which “we are going to de­ 
vote a lot of time this spring.” 


AS FAR AS right and left field are concerned, 
Franks said he is going to let Jay Alou, Ollie Brown, 
Ken Henderson and Frank Johnson fight it out for the 
jobs. “They're open,” said Franks. He made it seem 
like a happy problem choosing among the four young 
outfielders. 


Every answer Franks gave to a stream of ques­ 
tions w as optimistic except one. Was he going to give 
the team captain, Willie Mays, more rest this year? “I 
hope I don’t have to,” said Franks. “I’ll play it by ear. 
I don't like to play without him.” 


BUT WHEN it did become necessary to rest Mays 
who would be his stand-in centerfielder? “Right now 
I'd have to say Henderson.” Franks left no doubt that 
the Giant hierarchy has tabbed the 20-year-old switch- 
hitting rookie as Mays’ heir apparent. 


ACTUALLY this came as no surprise because 
Henderson literally stole the show one August after­ 
noon in 1965 at Candlestick when Mays was given the 
day off because the Giants were playing the Mets. 
Henderson, then a bonus protectee on the Giant ros­ 
ter, hit a two-run double and personally scored the 
other run in a 3-2 win over Jack Fisher and the Mets. 


LAST YEAR Henderson played his first full sea­ 
son of pro ball and he hit triple A Coast League pitch­ 
ing at a .272 clip for Phoenix. At the tail end of the 
season he was called up and hit .310 for the Giants in 
II games when Mays was shifted to right field during 
late innings to conserve Willie's strength. 


This season Franks indicated he also will shift 
Willie to right, with the rookie assigned to the wider 
spaces of center whenever the occasion warrants. As 
a fielder. Henderson is the most graceful to appear on 
the baseball scene since Joe DiMaggio.

Question: What do a physical

Well, 
two 
things, 
actually. 
They all live in Marin County. 
And all, plus another ball­ 
player's dozen of Marinites, are 
hard-core rugby football players 
for San 
Francisco’s 
Olympic 
Club. 


SO MANY Marinites figure on 
the roster of the club’s Winged 
*'0” first team and Olympian 
second team that the club’s an­ 
nual rugby clash with the Marin- 
based Peacock Gap 15 or (XV 
as ruggers like to express the 
number) amounts to a home­ 
coming celebration for both ag­ 
gregations. 
Among the imported amateur 
sports 
still relegated 
to 
the 
“ minor” classification, rugby is 
showing the most promise for 
widespread popularity, particu­ 
larly on the West Coast. Cali­ 
fornia has close to half-hundred 
college and club rugby squads 
and two leagues, or unions — 
north and south. 
Growth of the sport has been 
helped not a little by the steady 
inflow of seasoned rugby players 
from elsewhere — almost any­ 
where, since the United States 
is one of the few countries in 
the world where rugby is not a 
major athletic enterprise as yet. 


PRESTIGE OF the American 
rugby community rose measur­ 
ably when the Olympic Club won 
the 
first 
international 
rugby 
tournament ever held in this 
country. It was conducted near 
Boston last May. 
The 
Winged 
“O” 
won 
on 
points, and has since la’d claim 
to the title of best rugby team 
in the nation. 
Captain of the champions, as 
he has been for four years past, 
is John S. Doughty of San An­ 
selmo. Doughty, a British-born 
insurance executive, has played 
rugby in 
England, 
Southeast 
Asia, Canada and now here. 


EVERYWHERE, he has been 
a star — notably on the All- 
Malaya Team with which he 


met the best in Thailand in 
1955, as a change of pace from 
his duties of the day, chasing 
jungle Communists as a British 
Army lieutenant. 
These days, he is ardently pre­ 
paring the 1967 Olympic Club 
team to whip his old teammates 
in the British Isles, on a projec­ 
ted tour in the spring of Ireland, 
Wales, England and France. 
Doughty is only one example 
of the experienced blood injected 
into American rugby from over­ 
seas. 


EDDIE R. Salvadalena, a Mill 
Valley physical therapist, on the 
other hand, is typical of the 
Americans who have gone into 
the game, usually by accident 
and often after a rousing colle­ 
giate career in other sports. 
To a man, they pronounced 
rugby superior to American foot­ 
ball. But habits they carried 
over from American football 
threaten to revolutionize rugby 
In the broadest possible terms, 
rugby is a cross between soccer 
and American football, but, its 
devotees claim, a more bruising 
game than either. 


IN CONTRAST to the well 
armored offensive and defensive 
squadrons of American football, 
a rugby player wears a mini­ 
mum of costume and padding— 
and often loses much of that. 
There are no substitutions, no 
replacements for casualties, no 
time-outs except at half time. 
Eighty minutes of breakneck 
pace are expected, and deliv­ 
ered. 
Unlike soccer, the ball can be 
carried and the ball carrier can 
be tackled (but not blocked). 
Unlike football, the ball — more 
plump than an American foot­ 
ball and more elongated than a 
soccer ball — can be passed 
only laterally or to the rear, 
never forward. 


SALVADALENA, like many a 
teammate, had never seen a 
rugby game until after he had 
completed a sports-heavy educa­ 
tion in his native state of Wash­ 
ington and at San Jose State 
where he won a best blocker 
award on the Spartan football 
team. 
“ I just stumbled on to rugby,” 
he explains. 
“ I like contact 


sports and wanted to stay in 
shape after leaving school. I ran 
into a doctor at St. Mary’s who 
sold me on trying it out, and I 
started playing with the Olympic 
Club in 1960. 
“ I feel it is far superior to 
American football. It offers the 
player much more. And it could 
be 
a 
fantastically 
successful 
spectator sport if the public is 
indoctrinated. It is extremely 
flexible — something you don t 
find in American football.” 


THE FLEXIBILITY of the 
game is personified in Eddie 
Marr, a San Rafael mechanical 
engineer. At 37, he is not un­ 
usually “ancient” for a rugby 
player, although most are in 
their 20s. He stands five feet 
six and a half inches and weighs 
145 pounds. 
Rugby has had a place for 
him throughout the years, as 
well as 250-pound behemoths, 
and he has returned the compli­ 
ment with sensational play. 
M arr, also a tennis player of 
more than casual note on the 
Pacific Coast amateur circuit, 
has been an active sportsman 
since he was 14 or 15 years old. 
There was a family crisis 
back in the homeland when he 
and 
his 
b r o t h e r 
abruptly 
switched from soccer to rugby, 
and, no wonder, since their fath­ 
er was a professional soccer 
player with the Glasgow Celtics. 


“RUGBY APPEALED to me 
more.” M arr explains simply. 
“At the time, I was five feet 


contact, more thrill of the con­ 
test and more chance to score.” 
The peculiarities of American 
ways and the imprint of their 
particular brand on rugby in­ 
terest Mike Taylor, of Mill Val­ 
ley, a recent arrival from his 
native Argentina. 
Taylor thinks like a Latin 
American, but talks like his 
British father and S c o t t i s h 
mother. In Argentina, he was 
on national championship teams 
and got into international play 
at the age of 16 (as with our 
baseball, ruggers in other lands 
usually begin little league play 
when they are under 12 years 
old). 


“IN YOUR rugby, there is 
more emphasis on bodily slam- 
mings and bodily force, in con­ 
trast to tactics and finesse,” 
Taylor declares. “It is not such 
a fine art as it is back home. 
It is more brute force, as in 
your football. 
“ An American boy has a tre­ 


mendous possibility of develop­ 
ing himself in rugby, because 
he usually is big and strong and 
there is a national emphasis on 
physical training.” 


A more favorable view of 
American style is taken bv an 
American (naturally) who has 
experienced just about every 
kind of rugby there is. 


JIM WASTE, a K e n t f i e Id 
stockbroker, has played about 
360 rugby games — many of 
them in the British Isles and 
Canada — which he believes 
makes him the playingest na­ 
tive American rugger alive to­ 
day. He also is a former coach 
of the Olympic Club squad. 


From this background. Waste 
has found: 
“American 
rugby 
players, 
man for man, can compete with 
the world’s best. 
“There is no special trick to 
this. There is mathematics on

“ SO WE CAN and do draw 
upon top quality athletes from 
college. And, if they didn't play 
rugby in college, it is an easy 
gam e to learn.” 
That

teams 
are strong is no accident. Waste 
stresses. He pointed out that 
m any players were American 
football stars in college — “ of 
sub-All American quality” in his 
estimation. 
“ A European plays the game 
instinctively.” Waste continued, 
“ starting out at 10 or 12 years of 
age. Your American doesn’t play 
as well, but what he does do 
is play with much violence. 


“ WE 
ARE defense-m inded, 
tdckle-minded 
from 
American 
football. 
Much 
skill 
can 
be 
transferred directly to rugby 
from football. Our strategy is to 
let the European opposition have 
the ball and w ear themselves 
out in the first half. When they 
are tired out, we have them. 
We’re a second half ball team ” 
W aste’s theories worked beau­ 
tifully at the First International 
Rugby Tournament in Massa­ 
chusetts where this very strate­ 
gy is what put the Winged “ O” 
on top. 
And, of course, passing is an 
American specialty. 
‘ We can throw the ball a lot 


farther,” W aste claim s, “ and 
this really wows the crowds over 
there. They couldn’t believe we 
play 
rugby, 
let 
alone 
good 
rugby. 
“NOW, IF there is an Ameri­ 
can anywhere on the field, they 
want to see a long pass — what 
they call a torpedo pass. I never 
was a great passer, but when I 
played overseas, I had to prac­ 
tice up for a few throws and 
switch from m y regular position 
just so I could throw a pass. 
“ It never failed to cause big 
excitem ent.” 
The biggest American handi­ 
cap in W aste’s opinion is that 
the usual Am erican season totals 
15 gam es, while overseas they 
go 40 gam es a year or more. 
BUT

competition grows, that will be­ 
come less and less a factor. 
Tours such as the contem pla­ 
ted British trip by the Olympic 
Club this spring cannot help but 
upgrade the caliber of the sport 
in this country as well. “ You 
improve by going up against the 
best,” is the way W aste puts it.

“In a way, the Experiment in 
Living is the United Nations on 
a small scale.” 
So spoke one teen-ager upon 
his return from a summer stay 
in Europe under the auspices 
of that non-profit, educational 
organization. 
Experiment in International 
Living is the oldest private, non- 
sectarian organization active in 
the United States in the field 
of international education. 


FOUNDED IN 1932 in Putney, 
Vt., by Dr. Donald B. Watts, 
the Experiment has sent more 
than 16,000 young people on 
visits to 50 countries on six con­ 
tinents.

A Helping Hand For Hamilton 


The exchange of the “helping 
hand” when needed has marked 
the relationship between Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base and the 
communities of the Bay Area 
ever since the big Air Defense 
Command installation was first 
located in North Marin. 
One of the more recent facets 
of that cooperative spirit is be­ 
ing seen now in the several spe­ 
cial education schools for men­ 
tally and physically retarded 
children that are operated in 
Northern California. 


THESE SCHOOLS have open­ 
ed their doors and their hearts 
and made available their skills 
and facilities, free of charge 


or at nominal costs, to the Air 
Force’s and Hamilton’s CHAP 
(Children Have A 
Potential) 
program. 


CHAP was established several 
years ago at the direction of 
former United States Air Force 
Chief of Staff Gen. Curtis E. 
LeMay. It provides information, 
guidance and financial assist­ 
ance to Air Force families who 
have 
mentally 
or 
physically 
handicapped children. 
The Air Force believes it is 
the only program of its kind 
to be sponsored by an armed 
force anywhere in the world. 


THIS AVAILABILITY of spe­ 
cial Bay Area schools to Air 


Force families has enabled the 
service to retain capable men 
who otherwise might be lost to 
the service, according to Mrs. 
Clella Ashmore, first volunteer 
chairman of Hamilton’s CHAP 
program. 
She points to the old problem 
of military families — constant 
moving. 


“This is doubly compounded 
when an officer, sergeant or air­ 
man has a child who must have 
specialized care because of men­ 
tal or physical disabilities. If 
he is to stay out of debt, he 
must either get out of service, 
obtain assistance from the state 
or the Air Force, or both.” 


MARRIED TO Lt. Col. Vin­ 
cent H. Ashmore, assigned to 
Hamilton as assistant director 
of communications - electronics 
for Headquarters Fourth Air 
Force and Western North Amer­ 
ican Air Defense Region, Mrs. 
Ashmore is well versed on the 
demands made of Air Force 
families. During the past 26 
years, she and her three chil­ 
dren have seen practically every 
state in the union and have ac­ 
companied the colonel on his 
varied military assignments. 


Under the CHAP concept, Mrs. 
Ashmore emphasizes, a man 
obtains reassignment to any Air

and the Air Force Aid Society 
will pay a large amount of the 
fees

schooling, 
it 
cannot pay all of them in many 
cases. And over a long period of 
time, this can cause a tremen­ 
dous financial burden on the 
lower ranking enlisted and offi­ 
cer personnel.” 


GLOWING WITH praise over 
California’s assistance to CHAP, 
she 
told 
how 
distraught 
Air 
Force 
parents 
were 
amazed 
when they discovered their han­ 
dicapped children could be help­ 
ed without hurting their house­ 
hold budgets. 
A m o n g the facilities made 
a v a i I a b 1 e to 116 handicapped 
Hamilton Air Force Base chil­ 
dren. within a 30-mile radius, 
are those schools that special­ 
ize in physical and occupational 
therapy; auditory training, lip 
reading, language, speech de­ 
velopment and correction: heart, 
cancer and rheumatic diseases: 
evaluation, care and training of 
the mentally retarded; special 
education, tutoring, 
individual, 
group and family therapy of the 
emotionally disturbed; care and 
training for the deaf and hard 
of hearing, the blind and those 
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who can barely see. 
“ How can you describe the 
joy of a little boy who can hear 
for the first time, or a little 
girl, who has never been able 
to say a single word, when she 
can call her daddy?” asks Mrs.

At night the prisoner was 
assigned to the upper berth still 
with his hardware on. A stout 
chain attached to his metal belt 
was 
allowed 
to 
hang 
down 
behind the upper berth to the 
lower. The officer usually had 
the free end about his own waist 
or arm so that any movement of 
the man above would be easily 
detected. Usually the firearms, 
the handcuff keys and other im­ 
portant accoutrements were en­ 
trusted to the porter who, for a 
fat tip, rendered good service. 


EVEN WITH ALL these pre 
cautions escapes did occur. 
When I arrived at Chicago I 
got in touch with police head­ 
quarters to see if Clarke and his 
gem stealer had put in an ap­ 
pearance. 
The officers knew 
nothing of them. I left my ad­ 
dress and also directed a wire 
to the Tombs in New York. 


Not being able to linger longer 
in the Windy City I boarded a 
train and went on home. 


THE NEWSPAPER account 
which I read there continued: 
“Cedar Rapid. Iowa, Sept. 24. 
1920—Richard A. Palmer, con­ 
victed

March. 1919. on a charge of 
burglary made a daring escape 
from Myron Clarke, San Quentin 
guard, 
on 
the

train here this morning 


“ Palmer was shackled and 
sleeping in the upper berth. 
Clarke was sleeping in the berth 
below him. As the train neared 
the city. Palmer reached into 


the lower berth, stole Clarke’s 
trousers, containing the keys, 
unlocked his shackles and step­ 
ped out into the aisle. He then 
stole a suit of clothes, containing 
a hundred dollars from a sleep­ 
ing passenger. 


“ He dressed himself, made a 
dash for the rear of the train, 
raised the trap of the sleeper 
and jumped. A soldier saw the 
man and pulled the bell cord 
The train was backed up and 
Palmer was found where he fell, 


“Although the train was run­ 
ning 40 miles an hour. Palm er 
escaped 
serious 
injury. 
He 
started again for the Coast in 
heavy shackles. 


“ Palmer, who escaped from 
San Quentin more than a year 
ago, was captured in New York 
on Aug. 27 after a chase that led 
through 
the 
United 
States, 
Canada and England. Palmer 
said he was convicted of jewel 
robberies 
in 
San 
Francisco. 
After his escape he fled 
to 
England, but shortly after his 
arrival he learned his father had 
died 
in 
California.

Escape Artist Richard Palmer Failed 
In Daring Attempt At His Specialty

A few’ days after my return 
from New York, in pick'ng up 
the morning paper I was more 
than 
surprised 
to 
see

headlines: “ San Francisco Gem 
Thief, in Liberty Break, Nab­ 
bed—Richard A. Pa'm er leaps 
from 
moving 
train 
a f t e r 
unshackling himself as guard 
sleeps.” 


Before I had gone East to at­ 
tend a medical convention, I had 
tentatively promised the prison 
authorities that, if proper ar­ 
rangements could be made and 
a suitable schedule worked out. 
I would be glad on my return 
trip to assist Officer Myron 
Clarke 
in 
bringing 
back 
a 
desperate prison escape artist 
who had been apprehended in 
New York. 


This dangerous hotel

tin, and the prison was very 
desirous 
of

ON MY ARRIVAL in New 
York I wired Officer Clarke, 
who had gone on to Albany to 
visit relatives, that I would be 
at the Hotel Pennsylvania and 
could be contacted there. 


Every day I expected that he 
would get in touch with me. 
Thinking that possibly I could 
get some information about the 
prisoner and the whereabouts of 
his escort. I went to the Tombs, 


transfer officer was now on his 
own. He had previously purchas­ 
ed his railroad and Pullman 
tickets and had his itinerary 
worked out. 


He informed the prison of his 
“ plan of flight.” Frequently the 
two were taken to the railway 
station in the “Black M aria.” At 
other times a taxi was used. At 
all limes eternal vigilance was 
required. There was always the 
possibility 
that some of the 
prisoner’s gangster f r i e n d s 
might 
want 
to 
“ make 
a 
delivery.” 


It was customary in bringing 
prisoners 
from 
the 
eastern 
seaboard by train to have a 
layover of 12 to 24 hours in 
Chicago. The felon was locked 
up in a cell or tank at the police 
headquarters so the guard could 
go to a hotel for a good sleep 
and rest before continuing his 
journey. 


ONCE ON THE train 
the 
prisoner was deprived of much 
of his clothing. His leg irons 
might be removed but usually 
the handcuffs were retained. His 
clothing and few personal ef­ 
fects 
were 
entrusted 
to 
the 
porter. 


Train officials were informed 
of the status of the two oc­ 
cupants of the drawing room. 
All meals were served in the 
room from the dining car. Only 
authorized train officials might 
enter. 


Of course, there was the mat­ 
ter of l a v a t o r y privileges. 
Careful custodial officers did 
not remove the “decorations” 
even for this. During the day 
the guard might snooze a little 
but he had to remain alert to 
every 
movement 
his 
forced 
companion might make. The two 
might read converse and even 
play cards. But one could not 


the police station so well known 
throughout the United States. 
The lieutenant in charge said 
that he knew of Palmer and that 
he expected the prisoner would 
be brought in from Albany on 
that very day. He had not heard 
anything ÍTo m Clarke. 


The time for my departure 
from New York was close at 
hand. I made further inquiries 
about Clarke, but could get no 
nformation about him. I well 
knew the risks, the danger and 
the downright fatigue that an of­ 
ficer experiences in bringing a 
ruthless and unwilling prisoner 
on a five-day Pullman journey 
across the continent. 


I REALLY 
wanted to help 
Clarke by standing watch while 
he could take some rest. 


It is a long wearisome trip 
from New York to San Fran­ 
cisco in a Pullman, under the 
best of circumstances. But when 
an officer had to remain on 
watch alt this time and observe 
a desperate and cunning felon 
confined with him in a small 
drawing room, that really did 
become a chore. The officer had 
his orders to “ bring him back.” 
Whether alive or otherwise was 
seldom mentioned. A n y w a y , 
“Bring him back.” 


At the point of origin from 
which the prisoner was to be 
taken a very thorough search 
was made of his person to be 
sure that no weapons or other 
contraband was concealed on 
him. He was stripped and in the 
presence of the jailers and the 
transfer officer, carefully in­ 
spected. With this assurance the 
officer 
allowed 
the 
man 
to 
dress.

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Studies Of State Legislators, 
Peoples South Of The Border 


By DON KEOWN 
The proposition that the fed- 
deral government has hacked 
away at state prerogatives until 
the legislatures have found them­ 
selves virtually powerless is a 
popular theme with politicians 
and an accepted one with cer­ 
tain conservative circles. 
In his “The States: United 
They Fell,’’ Frank Trippett, an 
award-winning Newsweek editor 
and writer specializing in gov­ 
ernment, sees it far differently. 
The states, and especially 
their legislators, have lost influ­ 
ence and prestige through their 
own ineptitude and institutional 
inadequacies. The federal gov­ 
ernment, he tells us, has simply 
moved in to fill a vacuum left 
by the lethargy of the states. 
The legislatures, Trippett as­ 
serts, trail far behind a public 
generally receptive to progres­ 
sive programs. Actually, as 
Trippett sees it, there is little 
relationship between legislator 
and constituent. Instead, the 
lawmaker in the state capítol 
has traditionally served a spe­ 
cial, limited constituency made 
' up of the commercial interests 
or corporate establishment. In­ 
deed, with its mercantile roots, 
the legislature is part of that 
establishment. 
And it is to the interests 
of the commercial community 
that the state governments be 
tied down to antiquated theories 
and practices, although the en­ 
trepreneurs themselves would 
not consider operating their own 
businesses on the basis of such 
an obsolete 19th Century ortho­ 
doxy. 
Thus, Trippett notes, you have 
the windy and ritualistic discus­ 
sions of the ever-present cur­ 
rent financial crises that mark 
the opening of each legislative 
session, whether times be pros­ 
perous or otherwise. Social pro­ 
grams must be pared. Somehow, 
of course, the legislators do find 
the money for their own pen­ 
sion schemes and salary in­ 
creases, and for the subsidizing 
of the true constituency and its 
t 
pet log-rolling ploys. And often

the year ends with substantial 
surpluses. 
Trippett points to taxation as 
a field in which this legislative 
propensity for serving the spe­ 
cial interests is most evident 
After much wailing over the 
plight of the small homeowner, 
he notes, a cut is made in prop­ 
erty taxes that saves the little 
man a few dollars and the com­ 
mercial interests a great deal 
Then, to offset this lost reve­ 
nue, a sales tax increase or 
some other consumer tax is en­ 
acted. The small homeowner 
winds up paying a much larger 
share of the tax burden than he 
would have under the old sys­ 
tem. But now he pays it a bit at 
a time, and it goes unnoticed 
and unprotested. 
Trippett points out, too. that 
legislators seldom have diffi­ 
culty in choosing between sales 
and other consumer taxes, and 
income taxes that could be 
weighted more heavily against 
the well-to-do. 
Trippett is frequently caustic 
in his assessment of the legis­ 
latures. California’s lawmakers 
of the Artie Samish era wind 
up along side Florida’s “Pork 
Chop Gang,’’ Georgia’s early- 
day Yazoo Land Fraud perpe­ 
trators, the Virginia minions of 
the Byrd machine and other 
prime examples of the foibles 
and worse of state govern­ 
ments. 
“The behavior of state legis­ 
latures s o m e t i m e s appears 
quite irrational. Not abnormal, 
merely irrational,” Trippett says 
of Southern statehouse reaction 
to the Supreme Court's school 
desegregation ruling. 
But despite a dismal record 
of incompetence, inactivity and 
corruption, state governments 
will survive, he believes, be­ 
cause “as a source of humor 
alone the state legislature ful­ 


fills a vahd social function, and 
as custodians of the obsolete 
and passe’ it has proven itself 
indispensable.” 
Perhaps Trippett tends to 
overstate his case. There must 
be more legislators of the mav­ 
erick stripe who serve the gen­ 
eral good rather than the spe­ 
cial interests than he has indi­ 
cated. And the commercial sec­ 
tor’s objectives must coincide 
with the public welfare more 
often than he suggests. But it is 
equally apparent that the pic­ 
ture he paints, black as it is, 
is a great deal closer to the 
truth than the long cherished 
myth of a state government 
anxious to meet its responsibi­ 
lities. but prohibited from doing 
so by bullying federal govern­ 
ment. 
Trippett’s stinging a t t a c k 
draws blood. 
JOHN GUNTHER has been 
criticized for expertising without 
adequate background or investi­ 
gation. 
Some would have you believe 
that Gunther hops about a con­ 
tinent in a series of overnight 
stops in the capital cities before 
sitting down to write one of his 
“Inside . . .” books. 
The truth, of course, is that 
his research is considerably 
more prolonged and penetrating 
than that. 
But it is precisely because 
Gunther has the ability to find 
and identify qmckly the kernel 
of truth in any situation that 
makes him one of the great 
journalists of this century. After 
one of his exploratory trips, he 
can record the national tem­ 
perature more accurately then 
can many writers and analysts 
who have lived all their lives in 
that country 
He knows where to go and 
whom to see. He is not easily 
mislead 
He sees b e y o n d 
superficialities. And he is able 
to detect the r e l a t i o n s h i p 
between statistics and the peo­ 
ple, and to relate both to the 
world scene. 
He possesses, too, the ability 
to make even a list of stark 
statistics 
interesting 
to 
his

again in his latest book “Inside 
South America,” 
a n o t h e r 
masterful journalistic triumph. 
Most North Americans will 
begin the book with only the 
vaguest 
knowledge of o u r 
nearest neighboring continent. 
But they will finish it with a 
much clearer understanding of 
what has gone on to the south of 
us, what is taking place there 
now, and what is likely to occur 
there in the future. 
Country by country, Gunther 
subjects the states of South 
America to s e a r c h i n g ex­ 
amination — history, culture, 
politics, social s t r u c t u r e , 
economy, religion, foreign rela­ 
tions. all the different factors 
that make the South American 
nations so fascinatingly varied 
and volatile. You meet in­ 
timately the influential, despot 
and democrat alike, and the 
man-on-the-street or in-the-field. 
It 
is 
social 
history, 
a n d 
historical sociology. 
Gunther also offers his own 
persuasive 
convictions 
about 
South America, and our best 
course toward it. 
Poverty, he tells us, is to be 
found there to a degree in­ 
comprehensible to the United 
States citizens. Its victims are 
nearing the point of explosive 
revolt against exploitation and 
destitution. Such movements are 
certain to have anti-American 
overtones simply because we 
have been identified too long 
with too many tyrants. 
Unless development, educa­ 
tion. democratization and digni­ 
ty come soon to the little people 
of South America. Communism 
or chaos will result. Nor should 
we 
demand 
or 
expect 
a 
democracy cut to the North 
American pattern, for there is a 
great deal of difference between 
South Americans and ourselves. 
And what these proud people 
want most of all. Gunther tells 
us finally, is to be allowed tp by 


themselves, 
controlling 
their 
own destinies, unfettered by 
yokes 
of 
tyrants 
or 
t h e 
pressures of foreign interests no 
matter how well intentioned. 
Headers who follow the ex­ 
haustive Gunther report that 
precedes these conclusions will 
have little hesitancy in ac­ 
cepting them as valid and vital 
A NEW 300-page paperback 
entitled “The Inside Story” is 
a translation by English clergy­ 
man J. S. Phillips of “the 
heart of the New Testament” 
into modern English.

“ Byzantium,” a recent addi­ 
tion to the Great Ages of Man 
series, achieves the same high 
standard of excellence set by its 
predecessor volumes.

> “ political organism . . . synthe­ 
sizer and preserver of culture,’’ 
and to create in the reader the 
desire for further study of the 
subject. 
The combination of text and 
supporting picture essay used 
here characterizes the series. 
This marriage of words and pic­ 
tures is particularly effective 
in illuminating a period which 
Westerners have glibly termed 
“ the Dark Ages.” 
Dr. Sherrard’s text conveys 
clearly the synthesizing nature 
of Byzantine culture — joining 
Roman law with Christianity, 
bringing together the peoples 
and the arts of Greece. Rome, 
the barbarian West and the so­ 
phisticated East, and nurturing 
the thought of Classic antiquity 
for its rebirth in Western Eu­ 
rope which flowers after Con­ 
stantine’s empire has faded and 
fallen to the Turks. 
The superbly selected, edited

BRIGHT IDEAS 
Sawhorse 
Is Given 
Status 


By JOE JONES 
A team of sawhorses and a 
tabletop do yeoman work at 
church suppers and such, so 
why 
not 
employ 
this 
com­ 
bination at home? 
You’ll find many uses for it — 
as a sewing or cutting table, as 
a game or homework table, as 
an indoor or outdoor auxiliary 
buffet, for wrapping presents 
and tending indoor plants. No 
end of possibilities. 
MAKE IT any size you like. 
For the top use a piece of 
plywood or a blank door. Buy 
steel 
sawhorse 
brackets 
(no 
nails 
or 
bolts 
needed) 
at 
hardware or department store. 
Have your lumberman cut the 


legs and crosspieces to fit. 
You’ll 
need 
four 
m e t a l 
brackets, eight legs and two 
crosspieces. 
Paint the sawhorses a brilliant 
color or for more fun, paint 
each one a different color. Give 


the top a natural wood finish or 
cover it with a patterned, vinyl, 
self-adhesive paper. 


USE IT indoors or out. If you 
like, keep it assembled in your 
foyer. 
Use 
it 
as permanent 
serving table in the dining room. 


Whatever secret there is to 
the 
correct 
installation 
o f 
resilient floor tiles is mixed up 
somewhere in the adhesive. 
SINCE THE same dealer that 
sells floor tiles sells 
the proper 
type 
of 
adhesive for 
these 
particular tiles, it would 
seem 
unlikely that anyone could use 
the wrong cement. But our mail 
over the years shows that this 
isn’t necessarily so. Somehow, 
in some way, some persons use 
adhesives which aren’t ideal for 
the kind 
of tiles they 
have 
purchased. 
There are two general types 
of adhesive for the cementing of 
resilient floor tiles. 
One is used for asphalt and 
vinyl asbestos, the other for 
vinyl, 
rubber 
and 
o t h e r 
materials. But within these two 
types., there are some varia­ 
tions. Therefore, when you buy 
tile, ask the dealer to give you 
the specific adhesive for it.

But no matter what, read the 
label on the container to be sure 
you are getting what you need 
Every once in a while, you may 
run into a store employee who 
knows even less about it than 
you do. 
(You can get Andy Lang’s 
helpful b o o k l e t , “Installing 
Resilient Floor Tiles.” by send­ 
ing 
25 
cents 
and 
a 
long, 
s t a m p e d , self-addressed en­ 
velope to Know-How, P. O. Box

At a nominal price, you can 
get an installation kit which in­ 
cludes a notched spreader for 
applying the adhesive. Follow 
the instructions on the container 
for its proper use. You will find 
that, 
with asphalt and vinyl 
asbestos tile, you can spread tne 
adhesive on one quarter or one 
half of the floor at one time. 


WITH 
THIS 
adhesive, 
you 
must wait a considerable period 
of time for it to dry before ap­ 
plying the tiles. In fact, if you 
don’t have time to finish the job. 
you can wait until the next 
morning to do so. 
This type of adhesive will 
cause you all kinds of trouble if 
it is spread too thickly or if it is 
still damp when the tiles are 
laid. 
With other resilient tiles, you 
can 
put 
down 
only 
enough 
adhesive to take care of 10 or 
less tiles at one time. The pro­ 
cedure is to spread the cement, 
almost 
immediately 
installing 
the tiles, then going on to the 
next limited floor area. 
After 
three or four rows of tiles have 
been laid, they should be rolled, 
either with a rented large floor 
roller or a smaller one. such as 
a household rolling pin. 


ASPHALT AND vinyl asbestos 
tiles need not be rolled. 
Getting back to that notched 
spreader, its use is mandatory if 
you want to avoid the most 
common error: 
Putting down 
too 
much 
cement, 
some 
of 
which 
later 
may 
come 
up 
between the seams of the tiles. 
Another way to avoid having the 
adhesive ooze up is to lay each 
tile into place. Don’t slide it. 
And don’t try to set a speed 
record. Take your time.

Today's Camellias 
Have Many Uses 


Camellias came to us from 
China via Europe early in the 
last century, and for many, 
many 
years 
their 
popularity 
depended on an inbred formali­ 
ty- 
The camellia of yesteryear 
was almost always a double­ 
flowered variety such as Pink 
Perfection, and the shrub was 
almost 
always 
used 
as 
a 
specimen, 
rather 
than 
as a 
general landscape item. 


PERHAPS 
because 
of 
the 
limitations we imposed on it. the 
camellia’s 
popularity 
waned, 
and sometime around the early 
part of this century, it reached 
an all-time low. Then the come­ 
back started. 
Today, camellias rank second 
only to roses in popularity, and 
thanks 
to 
hybridizers 
their 
variety 
is 
ever 
increasing. 
Today’s camellia can still be 
formal, but it can also be in­ 
formal enough to find use as a 
hedge or ground cover, as a 
small patio tree and even a 
hanging basket plant. Flowers 
are often still double, but semi­ 
double and single blooms are 
now more common and seem­ 
ingly more popular. 
The new popularity is partly 
the result of two new camellia 
types, 
which 
increased 
the 
family’s variety and versatility. 
Joining the original Japónica 
varieties in the last few decades 
were the Sasanqua camellias 
from Japan and the Reticulatas 
from China. 


SASANQUAS are l o o s e l y 
formed shrubs, willowy and sup­ 
ple, 
lending 
themselves 
to 
cultural uses one never dreamed 
of for camellias. Reticulatas are 
large, open shrubs with huge 
blooms. Their beauty is almost 
unbelievable. 
And partly the popularity is a 
result of constant hybridizing of 
t h e 
time-honored 
Japónicas. 
These have an infinite capacity 
for change — either through 
hybridization or through muta­ 
tion. No one has yet come up 
with a blue camellia nor even a 
yellow one, but they have come 


up with just about everything 
else you could hope for. 
Nurserymen today offer the 
best of the new camellias and a 
smattering of the old favorites 
which are hard to improve. 


WE’LL LEAVE the varieties 
for you to discover on your next 
trip to a nursery. Right now 
let’s consider some of the newr 
uses camellias have been put to. 
First, 
as 
a 
hedge: 
The 
Japónica camellias make slow- 
growing 
and 
highly 
unusual 
dividers 
in 
the 
garden 
— 
beautiful when not in bloom and 
twice as beautiful in bloom. 
Despite the camellia's formal 
background, these should be in­ 
formal hedges, never clipped, 
and 
pruned 
only 
enough 
to 
harvest 9ome of the bountiful 
crop of flowers. 
Secondly as an espalier: Both 
the 
Japónica 
and 
Sasanqua 
varieties are found in nurseries 
as espaliered plants. The Sasan- 
quas are easier to start this way 
due to their natural form, but 
Japónicas 
make 
a 
m o r e 
substantial shrub. Take your 
pick. 


AS A SMALL patio tree: This 
form is gaining popularity, ac­ 
cording to n u r s e r y m e n . 
Vigorous 
camellias, 
b o t h 
Japónicas and Sasanquas, are 
trained up a single trunk to pro­ 
duce a full head of bloom, 
suitable for use at the edge of 
patio or against a fence. 
As a hanging basket: Sasan­ 
qua camellias are offered by 
nurserymen already planted in 
redwood 
b a s k e t s . 
Their 
naturally willowy character is 
enhanced by pruning so that the 
blooms hang down from on high, 
an appealing and strictly dif­ 
ferent addition to your garden. 
As a groundcover: The more 
supple 
of 
the 
S a s a n q u a 
camellias can be pegged down 
to a shaded bank to form an 
unusual 
groundcover 
— 
one 
from 
which 
you 
can 
pick 
blooms. And how many other 
groundcovers can you name 
that yield up bouquets for the 
home?

Arbor Ideal 
For Shade 


Any patio can be lifted out of 
the ordinary with a few simple 
accessories. Add a low, back­ 
less garden bench along one 
edge of the patio, for example, 
and an amazing transformation 
takes place. 


The bench can be built of 2x4- 
inch fir or cedar lumber, using 
either angle iron or pieces of 
fence post for the legs. 


Even more interesting is to 
build the bench as a lip for a 
planter box which can be filled 
with easy-care greens. Select 
the plants to get a variety of 
leaf color and texture. A bristle- 
cone pine, sedums, some hen- 
and chicks, and a bronze-leaf 
Japanese maple combine well. 
Preservatively treated lumber 
should be used for a bench- 
pianter.
